The position will 
henceworth be known as “BROADCAST TEST 
COORDINATOR”, a term more meaningful to 
today’s broadcasters. The NRC-IRCA Broadcast 
Test Coordinator, effective May 1, is Les Rayburn, 
NILF. He may be familiar to some of you. He is a 
member of both clubs and has been quite active 
seeking tests for the past several months. 

“Unfortunately CPC, as we have known it, is 
no longer relevant in today’s broadcast 
reality. More stations are on 24 hours and often 
have sponsor commitments that preclude them 
from testing with day power. Many transmitters 
are computer-controlled with no engineer on hand 
to run a test. More and more this past season, we 
have seen tests arise on very short notice, with not 
enough time to list them in DX News. Some of these 
were the C.E.’s own idea. Some resulted when a 
station was approached for a test, with the reac- 
tion, “We are going to be doing some work so we 
will be glad to runa test at that time, next Wednes- 
day”, or “! will be working on the transmtter next 
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Monday; check us between 2 and 4. A.M. and | will 
try to have some tones and code IDs”. There is little 
we can do about such short notice; however, we 
can post these test on the NRC’s am-list and the 
NRC’s dx-tip site. Les has also volunteered to 
breathe new life into a “Flash Alert” service. To 
participate, send Les a half-dozen postcards with 
your name and address. With any test where there 
is time for a card to reach you, Les will drop you a 
card alerting you to the test. Every effort will be 
made to schedule tests in advance; however, this 
is becoming more difficult. 1 urge you to sign up 
on the am-list, the dx-tip list or Flash Alert and 
support your Broadcast Test Coordinator.” 

Our thanks also to Fred Vobbe for serving as 
NRC’s final CPC chairman for the past year.

According to Radio-TV reporter Robert Feder in the 4/20/2005 Chicago Sun Times, the return

The owner of WCSN-820 Chicago (WYPA, Inc.), 
and Newsweb Corporation’s WAIT-850 Crystal Lake, Illinois ...“had sought 
Provisional approval” to move the WAIT calls to 820, replacing them with 
WCPT. Newsweb’s plan was to carry Air America programming, and the 
new 850 calls stand for “Chicago’s Progressive Talk.” However, Newsweb 
and Air America had not come to an immediate agreement. The FCC had 
OK'd the grant, but then rescinded the changes at the request of Newsweb.

Networks Network listings for team sports stations 


Here is information from Gerry Conkling concerning radio broadcasts of the “new” Washington 
Nationals MLB team. I will quote most of what Gerry sent me. There are three stations: 


1050 WFED-MD __ Silver Spring 
103.9 WWVZ-MD _ Braddock Heights 
104.1 WWZZ-MD _ Waldorf 


Charlie Slowes and Dave Shea announce all the games. 

Okay, to add to what Bill Harms has told you, radio station WFED is carrying all games. They are 
the only station that is carrying the DAY Nationals games. WFED operates with 1,000 watts daytime 
and 44 watts nighttime, non-directional, with a psra power of 500 watts. Their transmitter and tower 
is located at the intersection of Forest Glen Road and Beach Drive in Silver Spring, MD. Silver Spring is 
located just five miles due north of Washington, D.C. 

The NIGHT games are heard on WWVZ, on 103.9 MHz in Braddock Heights, Maryland, which is a 
suburb of Frederick, MD. They operate with 420 watts from a tower location atop Gambrill State Park 
at an altitude of 910 feet. They are located on the south side of the mountain and send an excellent 
signal to the south. 

Also, WWZZ, on 104.1 MHz in Waldorf, Maryland is the FM station that carries the Washington 
Nationals games into the Washington, D.C. area and beyond. Like WWVZ, they are primarily carry- 
ing the NIGHT games. The transmitter for with an altitude of 801 feet. Their signal can easily be heard 
in the Richmond, Virginia area as Waldorf is located close to 30 miles southeast of the city limits of 
Washington, D.C. but they provide an excellent signal into the D.C. area.

Welcome to another edition of Target DX! This time, we'll discuss the WWV geomagnetic data 
reports, how to understand hem, and what the different terms mean. 


Geomagnetic activity broadcasts 

The NOAA's Geophysical Alert Broadcasts are aired at 18 minutes past each hour over the U. S. 
National Institute of Standards and Technology radio station WWV in Ft. Collins, Colorado and at 45 
minutes past each hour via WWHV on the island of Kauai in Hawaii. WWV broadcasts continuously 
on shortwave frequencies of 2.5, 5, 10, 15, and 20 MHz and WWVH broadcasts on 2.5, 5, 10 and 15 
MHz. The broadcast text is updated every three-hours beginning at 0000 UTC. These broadcasts are 
produced by the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration’s Space Environment Services 
Center (SESC). This center operates a worldwide network of sensors, which continuously observe 
conditions between the earth and the sun. 

We'll start by quoting the text of aWWV broadcast ( the text of these broadcasts is also available on 
the Internet, but more on that later ). Next, we'll look at the definitions of the terms in italics. Some of 
these definitions are taken from those provided on the website, albeit in some cases with some editing: 

Solar-terrestrial indices for 4 January follow. Solar flux 175 and Boulder A-index 11. The Boulder K- 
index at 1200 UTC on 5 January was 0. Solar-terrestrial conditions for the last 24 hours follow. Solar 
activity was low. The geomagnetic field was quiet to active. The forecast for the next 24 hours follows. Solar 
activity will be low to moderate. The geomagnetic field will be quiet to unsettled.” 

SOLAR FLUX. Solar Flux is a measurement of the intensity of solar radio emissions at a frequency of 

2800 MHz made using a radio telescope located in Ottawa, Canada. These emissions have been 

shown to be proportional to sunspot activity, and are also responsible for causing ionization in the 
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earth’s upper atmosphere. These emissions produce the ionized ‘layers’ involved in propagating 
radio signals over long distances. Solar flux is reported in solar flux units (s. f. u.), which range from 
a theoretical minimum of approximately 67 to greater than 300. 

A INDEX. A 3-hourly “equivalent amplitude” index of local geomagnetic activity; “Ap” is used to 
designate an equivalent planetary value based upon multiple local-site readings. The “a” is derived 
from the 3-hourly K-index. 

K INDEX. A 3-hourly quasi-logarithmic local index of geomagnetic activity relative to an assumed 
quiet-day curve for the recording site. Range is from 0 to 9. 

SOLAR ACTIVITY. Solar activity is a measure of energy releases in the solar atmosphere, generally 
observed by X-ray detectors on earth-orbiting satellites. Such energy is that which can or might be 
anticipated to cause disruptions or degradations to radio propagation on earth. Large solar x-ray 
outbursts can produce sudden and extensive ionization in the lower regions of the earth’s iono- 
sphere, which can rapidly increase signal absorption there. Occurring on the sun-facing side of the 
Earth, these ‘sudden ionospheric disturbances’ ( SID’s ) can degrade radio communications for 
from minutes to hours. Since the sun rotates once approximately every 27 days, periods of disrup- 
tion may recur at about this interval as a result. 

Following are some additional definitions included in these reports as indicated by conditions at 
the time relating to Solar Activity: 

ACTIVE. Solar activity levels with at least one geophysical event or several larger radio events per 
day 

PROTON FLARE. Any flare producing significant fluxes of protons in the vicinity of the earth. 

QUIET. Solar activity levels with less than one energetic event per day 

SOLAR FLARE. A sudden eruption of energy on the solar disk lasting minutes to hours, from which 
radiation and particles are emitted. This is one type of energetic event, which can subsequently 
result in increased geomagnetic activity. 

GEOMAGNETIC FIELD. The magnetic field which surrounds the earth where auroral conditions may 
result from specific types of solar activity. 

GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY. As an overall assessment of natural variations in the geomagnetic field, 
six standard terms are used in reporting geomagnetic activity. The terminology is based on the 
estimated A index for the 24-hour period directly preceding the time the broadcast was last up- 
dated: 


Category Range of A-index Minor storm 30-49 


Quiet 0-7 Major storm 50-99 
Unsettled 8-15 Severe storm 100-400 
Active 16-29 


So, what the previous broadcast told us would be: Solar flux is about average, the A-index indicates 


a pa 2

on 960 of the shutdown of IBOC on WPEN-950. His equipment is a 4' NRC loop & Hammarlund 
HQ-150; the distance is about 8 miles from the transmitter. The display is from Power Audio 
Editor, a screen-shot using SnagIt screen capture software. 
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average conditions. The K-index of 0 suggests that conditions might be improving. The sun was rela- 
tively inactive during the preceding 24 hours, which indicates that no major disturbances are likely the 
following day, either. The geomagnetic field conditions were variable during the preceding period. 
Predicted solar activity continues to suggest no disturbances, although the geomagnetic field will con- 
tinue to be variable. These are very ordinary conditions, with the immediate next few days likely to 
show a slight improvement. 

Below are some additional definitions of terms used in the broadcasts as conditions warrant: 
SOLAR WIND. This is the outward flow of solar particles and magnetic fields from the sun. The 

velocity of the solar wind often increases dramatically as a result of certain solar energetic events. 

This in turn can spark increased activity in the earth’s geomagnetic field, or even aurora. 
SUNSPOT NUMBER. A daily index of sunspot activity. 

As a predictor of future conditions, remember that it takes roughly three days for activity on the 
sun to create an adverse effect on earth, and that the best Trans-Atlantic DX conditions are produced 
by several successive days of A indices below 8, and no values over 30 within the past 2-3 weeks. On 
the other hand, heavy activity on the sun doesn’t always lead to disturbed conditions. Disturbances 
are less likely when they are produced by sunspots or sunspot groups located near the edges of the 
sun’s disk ( or face ). 

As we noted earlier, you can access the text of the current transmission via the Internet as well as by 
broadcast. The URL for this is http://www.sec.noaa.gov/radio/radio.html . From this page, select the 
option for “Latest Geophysical Alert Message - WWV Broadcast”. More detailed information can be 
found under the options for “Report of Solar & Geophysical Activity” and “Solar & Geophysical Activ- 
ity Summary”.
